and-long-yardage situation. With 
Golden Warriors perched at their 
own 17 yard line, punter Phil Owen 
dropped back as if to boot, In- 
stead, he tried a surprise pass 
to Biff Moriarty. The pass was 
complete, but Moriarty was im- 
mediately dropped for a six yard 
loss at the Andover 11 yard line, 

The Indians gained possessionon 
downs at this point, and three 
plays later Saviano went in for 
the deciding TD. 

Andover’s statistical edge was 
amazing for a club that lost the 
game, The Golden Warriors held 
an 11-4 edge in first downs, a 
236-95 margin in yards rushing, 
a 45-31 spread in yards passing, 
a 281-126 advantage in total yard- 
age, and a 66-52 gap in scrim- 
mage plays. 

The Golden Warriors’ defense 
limited Billerica to just 23 net 
yards gained in the second half, 
and the Indians were unable to 
manage a single first down over 
the final two quarters.

Several factors were working 
against Andover. The club was 
minus three-fourths of its start- 
ing offensive backfield.

the sidelines with injuries. Both 
Pattullo and Rowe saw limited 
action late in the game as An- 
dover tried a desperation catch- 
up attempt, but neither was able 
to operate at full speed. 

Steve Tisbert did a commend- 
able job filling in as signal-caller 
for Pattullo, while junior scat- 
back Dave Hixon and Tyler Mc- 
Evoy handled most of the running 
chores for the Golden Warriors. 

Hixon turned in another bril- 
liant performance, He gained 130 
yards rushing in21 carries, caught 
four passes that netted a total 
of 12 yards, and generally gave 
the Billerica defense fits.

penalties (most for offensive hold- 
ing) that cost them an even 100 
yards. 

Also, Tisbert and Pattullo were 
continually pressured by a hard- 
charging Indian front wall, The 
two quarterbacks were dropped 
three times by John King and Paul 
McIntosh for losses totalling 43 
yards, On three other occasions, 
Andover completed short passes 
that went for a total of minus 
31 yards, All in all, it just wasn’t 
the Golden Warriors’ day. 

Andover began the game as if 
it would blow Billerica off the field. 
Saviano fumbled Pete Ellis’ open- 
ing kickoff, and Ellis pounced on 
the loose ball at the Pillerica 36 
yard line. 

With Hixon and McEvoy alternat- 
ing four rushes, the Warriors 
moved all the way to the Billerica 
one yard line, McEvoy then plunged 
over for the six pointer with just 
1:37 gone in the game. Tisbert’s 
pass to Ellis for the extra points 
was overthrown, but Andover led, 

Andover stopped Billerica cold, 
and then marched from its own 35 
yard line to the Indians 32 before 
being stymied themselves. 

Suddenly Billerica came alive. 
Coach Whitley, an Andover resi- 
dent, must have enjoyed the second 
period. Billerica scored twice to 
grab a 12-6 lead at halftime. 

The first tally came on a 64- 
yard, 14-play drive that was cap- 
ped by a two-yard off-tackle slant 
by Saviano for the score.

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to the eight yard line in two car- 
ries, Hixon bucked to the three, 
and then Dave got the important 
first down at the one line on a 
fourth-down dive, 

McEvoy went over on the next 
play to tie the score 12-12 at 
8:44 of the final quarter. There 
followed a weird series of events 
on the extra point attempt that 
forced Andover to change its entire 
strategy. 

Lazlo Kun came in to boot the 
extra point, and his kick was per- 
fect to apparently make it 13-12. 
But Andover was hit with a 15- 
yard penalty, nullifying the kick 
and pushing the ball back to the 
18 yard line, 

Andover now had to try for two 
points, and they couldn’t have come 
any closer. Tisbert dropped back 
to pass, and four Billerica defen- 
ders put on a fierce rush. Steve 
scrambled all the way back to the 
midfield stripe before lofting a 
screen toss to Moriarty at the 
Billerica 35 yard line. 

Biff gathered it in and started 
down the left sideline.

an admiring committee that stu- 
dents who would be tolerant of 
their own mistakes in a project 
for themselves were hewing to a 
high standard of workmanship on 
this project, and learning to take 
instructions from each other as 
they fit into the production setup. 
He reported that Children’s Hos- 
pital authorities’ first response to 
their plan to provide Christmas 
gifts for patients and equipment for 
the hospital was an unbelieving: 
**You’re kidding!’’ 

The school committee _ had 
nothing but praise for the project, 
and Dr. Daniel Frishman could 
barely leash in his enthusiasm, 
since it fitted with ideas he had 
brought back from the state school 
committee conference, that call for 
involving students in various work 
projects. 


Two innovative projects have 
taken shape under the direction 
of Edward Regan, Shawsheen 
School Principal and principal of 
the 1969 elementary summer 
school, and Regan introduced the 
school committee to two of his 
innovators. Their reports got high 
marks from the committee. 

Frank Bianco, elementary guid- 
ance counselor for Central and 
Shawsheen Schools, described a 
pilet project at the Shawsheen 
Elementary School to extend the 
role of elementary guidance 
counseling to include teaching 
whole classes of elementary school 
children. Bianco reported dis- 
cussing with children some of the 
happenings in their lives, to bring 
‘them to awareness and understand- 
ing of how people act toward each 
other, and some of the whys. 

Committee members approved 
the project and agreed on the need

for better effectiveness, and for 
evaluation of the program. Chair- 
man Dr. Richard A. Katz re- 
marked that he was delighted to 
see a guidance counselor willing 
to go into the classroom. Assistant 
Superintendent Vaughn I. Clapp 
remarked that since 40% of our 
population gets involved in some 
sort of emotional or mental dif- 
ficulties, its high time the school 
had a concern for education in 
this area, of helping people to 
better understand themselves and 
other people. 

Regan reported on his 1969 ele- 
mentary summer school and found 
it growing in both size, and in 
demands of responsibility on ad- 
ministrators and teachers. 

He recommended expanding the 
summer school’s unique physical 
training-rhythmic class, and in- 
troduced here, Miss Judy Parma, 
his innovator in that field, who 
made a complete conquest of the 
committee with her presentation. 

Miss Parma, Andover elemen- 
tary music specialist, told the 
committee that the combined phys 
ed and music course which she 
and phys ed teacher David Huston 
developed grew out of concern 
for children’s lack of body co- 
ordination, and control. Plus the 
observation that it correlated with 
lack of music skills. Some are 
children with diagnosed perceptual 
motor difficulties. 

Others are ‘‘perhaps TV 
watchers, or kids with no kids 
their age in the neighborhood, 
so they don’t get practice 
in throwing and catching a ball, 
skipping. Some have little body 
awareness or self-control; they 
scarcely; know one end of their 
body crm the other, let alone 
a sense of directionality, like right 
from left.’’ 

The teachers ran three classes 
totalling 47 children in exercises 


and games and rhythmic patterns 
to teach them coordination con- 
trol, and easier use of their hands, 
feet and bodies. Miss Parma felt 
some success was achieved with 
every one of the students, and 
described gains in confidence and 
self-image, and often behavior, 
as well as in hand-eye coordina- 
tion, etc, 

She questioned, ‘‘How can kids 
with no hand-eye coordination 
write, or draw, in school, and how 
does this affect them?” , 

The committee registered its 
enthusiasm, and questioned 
whether it could be expanded in 
the regular session, as well as 
in the summer, although Dr. Katz 
cautioned against inflated expec- 
tations, without evaluation. 

Superintendent Seifert remarked 
that Plato, a good while back, 
claimed that if you gave children 
a good physical education and 
taught them control and aware- 
ness of their bodies in their early 
years, you would have very little 
problem teaching them i 
you wanted them to learn, later on. 

Principal Regan told the 
TOWNSMAN Wednesday the edu- 
cationai types touring the Bancroft 
building this summer marveled at 
the course, one of them was Dr. 
Ray Sparks, the president of the 
Merrimack Valley Association, for 
Perceptually Handicapped 
Children, He hired Miss Parma 
to begin teaching at his summer 
camp for children with perceptual 
difficulties as soon as the summer 
session was over. 

Regan, whose work this sum- 
mer was praised by the committee 
Tuesday night, has told the 
TOWNSMAN that he will not be 
principal of the summer session 
next year, since the type of sum- 
mer program which is evolving 
demands so much time and 
planning during May, the very time 
that his school principalship makes 
the most demands in time and 
planning for the following academic 
year. The elementary summer 
school principalship is now open.

~Of The Law 


We welcome letters to the editor, many times dealing 
with our editorial comments.

To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN 

This is in reply to your lead 
editorial of October 30th, in which 
you discussed the Gile’s apart- 
ment proposal and the considera- 
tions of the Planning Board in that 
matter. 

It would be my plea that before 
a Town board or other group is 
characterized in an editorial, the 
editor check to determine whether 
or not by his assumptions are in 
accord with the facts. In the 
editorial in question, the principal 
theme was basedon the assumption 
that the Planning Board did not 
take into account the new state laws 
on low income housing in its con- 
sideration of the Gile’s apartment 
proposal, 

The assumption was not cor- 
rect. The Andover Planning Board 
has followed this legislation since 
its inception, attending confer- 
ences on the initial Bill, studying 
its wording, and attempting to in- 
fluence its provisions throughnor- 
mal means, to maintain a greater 
measure of local control in the 
bill as it went through its normal 
legislative process of hearings 
and amendments. 

The existence of the law is one 
reason why the Planning Board 
feels it is extremely important for 
Andover to look carefully at its 
housing, with emphasis on multi- 
ple housing, especially that eco- 
nomically available to low 
or medium level wage earners. 
The Board feels that the people 
of Andover will need and want this 
information and will want to know 
whether or not the Town measures 
up to its social responsibilities as 
implied by the provisions of the 
law. We also feel that if Andover 
is deficient here, the initiative 
for new low cost housing should 
come from within the Town, not 
from some outside agency. 

Two further points concerning 
the new legislation. First, its 
provisions apply only to a public 
agency (such as our Housing Au- 
thority), or a limited dividend, or 
non-profit corporation and not to 
the normal corporate organization 
with which a real estate developer 
would be involved. Second, the 
existence of expensive high cost 
apartment developments would not 
save the Town if it were deemed 
that Andover was deficient in low 
cost housing.

The Shawsheen has actually flowed 

backwards. 

Water has its origin in pre- 
cipitation and the supply is limited 
to that produced in the applicable 
water shed. If all the cities and 
towns along the river at some 
future time draw their reserve 
supplies from the River, the Mer- 
rimack could well become in- 
adequate during protracted drought’ 
conditions. Droughts have been 
known to continue for a number of 
years in Merrimack River flowage 
history. 

And there is a further problem. 
Presumably Haggett’s Pond will be 
replenished and at peak gauge af- 
ter the winter snows andthe spring 
rains have accumulated, This 
could be in March, April or May 
which ¢oincides with the usual 
spring freshet or run-off from the 
4,000 square miles of watershed 
above the Lawrence dam. 

Now if Haggett’s Pond is sub- 
stantially full in spring from its 
natural local watershed where will 
the water pumped from the river 
be stored? 

With Andover’ s population grow- 
ing. and its per capita consump- 
tion of water presumably also 
growing, Haggett’s Pond does not 
seem to hold enough water to pro- 
vide the Town’s need during the 
warm and dry seasons, to say 
nothing of a protracted series of 
drought years. 

Is it not therefore essential to 
provide a reserve resevoir which 
can be filled in the spring and 
used to provide the necessary 
draw-off later on? The Andover 
topography appears to offer suit- 
able areas for such a storage 
basin. A year’s extra supply of 
water might well be a life saver. 

- Should not such a factor of safe- 
ty be considered in parallel with 
the proposed. plan of pumping in 
Merrimack River water?
